Tuesday night’s meeting of 
the Sierra Madre City Coun¬ 
cil was far different than a 
similar meeting nearly a year 
ago. Tuesday night, the 
council voted to sell the old 
city hall. Last December and 
January, numerous residents 
and city organizations voiced 
their objections and concerns 
to any sale of the now-vacant 
city facility. 

Tuesday night, no resident 
appeared to voice either ob¬ 
jection or concern for the 
sale. The only one to appear 
publicly before the council 
was one of the purchasers, 
Harold R. Anderson. 

The council voted to ac¬ 
cept the bid of Anderson and 
Fritz Aherne to buy the 
former city hall for $225,000. 

An escrow to consummate 
the sale will probably be 


opened shortly. Sale terms 
require an initial deposit by 
the purchasers of $20,000 
which will be forfeited if they 
default in completing the 
purchase. 

Another item that has 
caused much citizen concern 
in the past — the status of 
negotiations of the cable TV 
franchise — created no com¬ 
ment Tuesday night. 

City Attorney Charles ' 
Martin, the city’s representa¬ 
tive in its negotiations with 
Teleprompter, met with the 
council at its study session 
preceding the regular month¬ 
ly meeting. However, be- 
cau.se he had a previous meet¬ 
ing during the time the coun¬ 
cil regularly meets, his com¬ 
ments at the study session 
were replayed to the audience 
by City Clerk L. Marie War- 


of the city council members. 

It adopted some holiday 
tips provided by the city’s 
police chief, Irwin (Bill) Betts 
and voted to create a Crime 
Prevention Board. Members 
of the board will be appoint¬ 
ed at the council’s first meet¬ 
ing next year. 

It also accepted the report 
of the chairman of the city’s 
senior citizen committee, 
Richard Hartley. 

Hartley’s report dealt with 


transportation of the city’s 
senior resident, an item that 
previously appeared resolved 
with acceptance of a pro¬ 
gram offered by the Foot¬ 
hill Area Community Serv¬ 
ices, Inc. However, that or¬ 
ganization, commonly known 
as FACS, has notified the 
city it will no longer furnish 
a driver for the van used for 
senior citizen transportation 
after this month. 

To resolve the transporta¬ 


tion problem. Hartley sug¬ 
gested some alternatives, one 
of which involved the use of 
city-owned vehicles and an¬ 
other which utilizes vehicles 
owned by companies, such as 
Parsons. 

While the council’s next 
regularly scheduled meeting 
is December 22, it will hold 
a special meeting next Mon¬ 
day evening, Dec. 4, at 6 
p.m. to consider the city’s 
liability insurance program-

An era will be over Dec. 
15 for Sierra Madre when 
Sterling Ripple hands over 
the keys of his mortuary 
and surrounding grounds to 
Sierra Madre Congregational 
Church and goes into semi- 
retirement after having been 
the city’s only mortician for 
35 years. 

Ripple’s records will be ab¬ 
sorbed by Douglass and Zook 
Mortuary located in Mon¬ 
rovia and the local morti¬ 
cian will work on a part- 
time basis with the Zooks, 
continuing with his trust 
clients. 

Ripple joined Harry A. 
Lange, owner of Grant 
Chapel in 1946 following his 
release from the Army as a 
Captain in the Quartermaster 
Corps. Ripple was born in 
Iowa but grew up in Bell¬ 
flower, Calif., attending Ful¬ 
lerton Junior College and the 
use College of Mortuary 
Science. He graduated from 
the National Selective Morti¬ 
cian’s School in Chicago 
where he majored in mortu¬ 
ary management. 

In England while in the 
service he was attached to the 


staff of Brookwood Ameri¬ 
can Military Cemetery and 
Cambridge American Mili¬ 
tary Cemetery before going 
to France. While in England 
he conducted funeral services 
for Lange’s brother, Lt. Ed¬ 
ward M. Lange, a bomba- 
dicr with the Eighth Air 
Force. From there the friend¬ 
ship between Harry Lange 
and Ripple developed into a 
business arrangement. 

According to Ken Cro- 
meenes, business manager at 
Sierra Madre Congregational 
Church, purchasers of the 
property, the mortuary itself 
will be used for adult and 
youth Sunday school classes. 
Because the house is already 
rented, the church plans not 
to use it since, according to 
Cromeenes, “The church has 
no immediate need for that 
structure.” 

Minor renovating such as 
painting will begin immedi¬ 
ately since the building is 
in good shape, Cromeenes 
says. They will also be in¬ 
stalling bulletin boards and 
black boards and adding ad¬ 
ditional chairs.

Safety of the Sierra Madre 
residents and transportation 
of the city’s senior citizens 
also received the attention 


Fire Chief Leonard Hall 
ordered a second alarm 
bringing mutual aid cities, 
Monrovia, Arcadia and El 
Monte into the city. Because 
of its proximity to the brush, 
units were dispatched to 
areas adjacent to the dam to 
control the brush fire which 
was now underway. 


Embers from the fiercely 
burning wood structure set 
fire to the brush below the 
home adjacent to the burn¬ 
ing building and exposure 
lines were employed to con¬ 
trol these as well. 

In the meantime, neigh¬ 
bors reported to fire officials 
that the resident was believed 
to be at home and a concen¬ 
trated effort was then made 
to find if the owner was 
among the crowd watching 
the blaze. There was grave 
concern for their nearby 
homes. 

The owner was finally lo¬ 
cated and turned over to the 
medical unit for evaluation 
medically since it was ap¬ 
parent that he indeed had been 
subjected to smoke inhala¬ 
tion. He was taken to Arcadia 
Methodist for treatment. 

The local volunteers con¬ 
fined the blaze to the one 
structure and a brush area 
a few hundred feet distant, 
and had the fire under con¬ 
trol within about 30 minutes. 
However, it was necessary 


to keep an engine and man¬ 
power at the scene for several 
hours to prevent rekindling 
and to pull down the remain¬ 
ing “skeleton” walls that 
withstood the blaze itself. 

Chief Hall indicated that 
the recent rains had helped 
the condition of the brush in 
the area, and the lack of 
wind was an enormous aid in 
confining the fire to such a 
small area. This area, because 
of its extremely limited ac¬ 
cess for firefighting equip¬ 
ment, has always been a prime 
concern area for the fire de¬ 
partment. 

All available reserve Sierra 
Madre Police were called in 
for duty to help with traffic 
control and evacuation of the 
canyon if it became neces¬ 
sary, and Fire Chief Hall 
notified the area coordinator 
to place nearby fire depart¬ 
ments on “Strike Team” 
standby in case the fire got 
out of hand. Strike teams 
normally consist of four fire 
engines and a truck com¬ 
pany.
